I request the withdrawal of the holding of abandonment mailed on 05-04-05. 

According to the examiner'" the response file 3 1 March 2005 is not a timely response 
since the certificate of mailing has a date of 29 March 2005, a 3 month extension of time 
would have been needed to be considered a timely response to the final rejection mailed 
19 October 2004." 

The applicant traverses citing the instructions given to him in the advisory mailed 02

statutory period for reply originally set in the final office action; or as set forth in (b) 
above." 



Following these instruction the applicant calculated that two months from the mailing of 
the advisory action 02 February 2005 would be 02 April 2005. Therefore, the response 
received 31 March 2005 is a timely response. 

The appropriate extension fee of $240.00 was enclosed with this response and deposited 
by the patent office. 

According to the^xaminer/^additional fees would havie been needed for 2 extra 
i|ld9pe^^|^^t cl^ms " Tbe ^pplipant tr^vprses and ^ the p^^^WWpF tp consider the 
response dated 23 February 2005 which explains that there were no new claims added, 
the claims were presented only as a matter of record..
